The roast has been placed on a 
carving board, so tliat the back¬ 
bone may be removed before the 
roast is placed on the platter.

3. Here is the roast on the plat¬ 
ter in the correct position for the 
carver. The ribs, you see, are 
toward him where they will serve 
as guide to the direction the knife 
should take. 

The carve? should hold the 
roast stead.r by inserting the fork 
in the top as shown in the illus¬ 
tration. Roa.st pork is more tempt¬ 
ing if the slices are cut thin. 'The 
carver cuts close against both 


sides of each rib. Every other slice 
will be boneless. If the loin is 
small, the slice will be thin enough 
if the cut is made between each 
pair of ribs—then every slice will 
contain a rib. With a large loin, 
two boneless slices may be cut 
between ribs.

Arcadia Soon To 
Have Curfew Law; 
One Here Passed U

Reviving the ancient custom of 
a 9 p.m. curfew, th-? Arcadia 
council recently had its first read¬ 
ing of a proposed curfew ordin¬ 
ance that would keep children 
under 16 off the streets unless 
accnmp.inie i by an adult. Parents 
and children would be held equal¬ 
ly liable for violation.s. 

Although Sierra Madre has a 
curfew ordinance which reads “. . 
it is hereby made unlawful for 
my minor or minors under the 
age of 16 years to loiter, congre¬ 
gate or bo upon any public s'reel, 
lane, alley, .sidewalk or place, be¬ 
tween 9 p.m. of any day and 5 
a m. of the succeeding day, unless 
jct.ompanie'l by and under the 
care, custody, charge or control 
of an adult,” the sounding of a 
cur.ew was di.scontlnued over 15 
years ago and is rarely enforced. 
Violation of the ordinance is a 
fine not to exceed 550 or im- 
pri--onment in the city j lil not to 
exceed 25 days, or both. There 
is nothing in the ordinance that 
requires .'ounding of the curfew.

It is more dangerous to be at 
home than in an aiitoniobiic on the 
highway! This startling fact is dis¬ 
closed by the .-Vmorican Red Cross, 
which has statistics to prove that 
more people are killed or injured 
annually in home mishaps than in 
motor accidents. 

Most homo injuries are due to 
'alls, the Rcil Cross tells us. So let’s 
get busy right away and make our 
home ns ‘‘fall proof” as wo possibly 
can. Anchor small rugs to polished 
floors with non-skid linings. Fix that 
tottering railing on the back porch 
steps. Teach Junior to pick up his 
toys instead of leaving them on the 
floor for someone to fall over. 

Lighting places where danger 
might lurk is another way to iirc- 
fcnt accidents. Halls, no matter how 
small, should have their own light, 
and members of the family shau’d 
bo urged to use it when tluy go 
through. A switch from either end 
of tho hall will turn on the light 
whenever desired. 

Stairs should also he lighted for 
safety. This incluiles stairs to tho 
second floor, stairs to the basement, 
and stairs on the front and back 
porches. 

Another way to prevent falls with 
lighting is to have the lights in 
ivory room controlled by a switch 
which may bo turned on from two 
entrances. Then the lights may be 
turned on upon entering, and upon 
leaving one proceeds to the door be¬ 
fore the lights arc turned off. This 
prevents harked shins, irritated dis¬ 
positions and worse, really serious 
falls.
